2. I believe I am the original, first and sole inventor of the subject 
matter which is described and claimed in U.S. Patent No. 5,903,260, granted 
May 11, 1999 and for which a reissue patent is sought on the invention entitled 
"Flat Panel Device And Display Driver With On/Off Power Controller Used To 
Prevent Damage To The LCD", the specification of which was filed on May 11, 
2001, as U.S. Application No. 09/854,349. 

3. I have reviewed and understand the contents of the specification 
identified above, including the claims.
